There is an old Latin proverb—si vis 


pacem pare beilum, "if you want peace 
prepare for war." 


It has not betn until very recently 


tliat our country has come to realize 
the truth of this saying. For 20 years 
after the close of the civil war, the 
American people shunned every act, 
legislative or administrative, that might 
suggest bloodshed. The terrible fury 
of that four-year conflict and the sad 
fact realized by a!l that it was a fight 
or brother against brother combined 
to effect an almost morbid disgust for 
anything suggestive of militarism. 


In Europe, on the other hand, the two 


decades following the close of the 
Franco-Prussian war in 1871 were so 
fruitful of developments in military 
ccience tin* in the mechanical indus- 
tries connected with it. as fairly to rev- 
olutionise- the entire art of war. Should 
European conflict break out to-day, the 
campaigns would be conducted in al- 
most as different a fashion from those 
ft '61 as th* latter differed from the mil- 
itary engagements of chivalry. 


In our country the clamor for coast 


defenses was heeded during Cleveland's 
first administration. 


The building of men-of-war has since 


been undertaken on a large scale and 
our navy to-day is far more efficient 
than most people imagine. On the Pa- 
cific coasts San Francisco has been pro- 
vided with as thorough fortifications as 
any European city could desire, and 
the Columbia river ait Portland, Ore., 
has alfio been well fortified. Guns are 


quires tremendous machinery, all of 
rrhieh must be both made and manipu- 
lated with the most minute accuracy 
The trouble is that the machines needed 
iu the manufacture of puus can often 
be utilized for no other purpose, while 
most of the machines in other shops axe 
serviceable in a great variety of work. 
Private concerns ha\e therefore com- 
peted but little for the business, and it 
has been left to the government to 
build its own machinery and supply it- 
self." 


It is a fact that the Water-town arsen- 


al uses some of the most gigantic ma- 
chinery in the United States. For one 
it has the largest and best equipped 
testing machine in the world. It has a 
pulling strength of 800,000 pounds, 
while at the tame lime it. is so delicately 
constructed that it will measure the 
thickness and tensile strength of a hair. 
Of the four kinds of cannon—mountain 
guns, field guns, siege artillery and sea 
coast defenses, the last is by far the 
bulkiest, and it is to the manufactureoi 
these that the Watertown arsenal is 
devoted. The carriage is building for a 
cannon which will be the largest in the 
world, equal in tize to the one exhibited 
by Krnpp at the Chicago world's fair in 
'93. It will be a breech-loader with a 
bore of 16 inches, the length of the bar- 
rel being 49.67 feet. When completed 
it will weigh 280,000 pounds or 140 tons 
The projectile will weigh 2,370 pounds, 
while one round will consume 1,000 
pounds of powder. At a distance of 
2,500 yards, about a mile and a half, the 
projectile will penetrate steel of the 
best quality to the thicknes of 29.S 
inches. These 
figureb must appear 


nil the more surprising when one con- 
siders that'the largest cannon used in 
the civil war, which in its days was it- 
self a giant, w eighed one-sixth asmuch, 
fired a projectile of 500 pounds with 50 
pounds of powder, and had a penetrat- 
ing power of fi inchesat shooting range. 


Bulky as these instruments are, their 


manufacture must ne\ertheless be ac- 
complished with the utmost nicety.

James William R*illy, who was sent 
there oa February 1, 1892, when the 
capacity of the arsenal was first in- 
creased from that of a small shop to 
that of a gigantic manufacturing es- 
tablishment. 
The arsenal at Wnter- 


•vliet, which made the barrels, had been 
pat into operation some year earlier. 
The supply of gun barrels it therefore 
considerably larger than that of 
carriages, and consequently gome of 
the latter arc now being made by pri- 
vate parties. Thus a contract for 100 
guns waa let some four yean ago to the 
llethlehem Iron works.

?*ge "IB no mean undertaking. It re- 


The slightest flaw in the bore of the 
cannon may make it absolute!} worth- 
less, w hile an error in the settingof the 
carriage would destroy its aecuracj. 
The barrel is made of the finest quality 
of forged steel, w hich is put into a huge 
lathe and bored. Around this heated 
steei bands are placed. As these grow 
cold they shrink upon the inner metal 
and counteract its r\pamUi>g force. 
By this process the pieces of metal are 
more firmly united than by anj amount 
of welding or casting. The process of 
banding is continued, more bands, being 
wrapped around the rear end of the 
g-nn, where the shock of the explosion 
is greatest. Finally the metal is planed 
off so as to give the barrel its conical 
shape: it has now been "assembled and 
finished." All of this work is done at 
Wntenliet arsenal. 


The manufacture of gun carriages at 


M atortow n is attended w it h much more 
complicated, though not more deli- 
cate, problems. There is more oppor- 
tunity in this direction for new in\er- 
tions, and new varieties, of carriages 
rre constantly being introduced. Two 
kinds of carriages are now in use in 
our .seacoast defenses — the barbette 
and the disappearing carriage. With 
both of these the great problem io to 
check the terrific recoil of the gun 
without dropping it abruptly. On the, 
barbette carnage a piston attached to 
the barrel moves in a hollow cylinder 
filled with oil. The head of the piston 
has a small opening, through which a 
rod runs that thickens to the rear. As 
the gun recoils the piston is shoved 
back; it presses against the oil in the 
cylinder, and as the escape grows small- 
er is gradually brought to a standstill. 


The disappearing carriage is so con- 


structed that no part of the gun is) 
above the parapet, and no view of the 
enemy, except at the moment of firing. 
At the discharge the barrel drops back- 
ward and downward, and is then, held 
below by means of a pawl and ratchet. 
A center weight attached raises It to 
the firing position. 


Several ten-inch guns of this kind 


have recently been, completed, and all 
the new fortifications on the Atlantic 
coast will be supplied with the model. 
The first disappearing carriage 12-inch 
gun in the world is about to be built 
at Watertown. 
It is named after two 


of our army officers—the Bufflngham- 
Crozier. 


A third model, now becoming anti- 


quated, is the gun lift. 
Under the 


whole machine a well is duff, and this 
is made to rise and mnk by means of an 
elevator. 


Aiming the heaviest guns in 
the 


world is an easy matter. AH the parts 
are constructed, with such nicety and 
more so smoothly that one man atone 
cum easily handle the machinery. The 
whole structure is set upon a huge iron 
disc, revolving upon another iron sur- 
face, and is moved to and fro by means 
cf a. crank attached to a set of gears.

McKinley on Saturday. 


The handsome silk Sag taken to Wash 


ington by Comrade W. F. Martin of Dun 
ham Post, No. 141, Q. A. R., as a gifs 
from Decatur citizens to President Mc- 
Kinley, has been formally presented, and 
It will adorn the president's office at tbe 
White House. 


How It Wai Done. 


Tills toltgram which appeared in the 


Chicago Tribune of Sunday gives the par- 
ticulars of the presentation and bow 
Comrade Martin stormed his way through 
the police and'guards: 


Washington, March 0.—" This flag was 


intruded to me fay tbe citizens and some 
of my comrades of the Decatni. III., 
Grand Army post," said a grizzled vet- 
eran of the war, William F. Martin, at 
the main entrance of the White House 
this afternoon, "to be presented with their 
compliments 
to 
President McKinley. 


This silken emblem was made to order in 
Chicago, and during the inaugural parade 
Thursday it was borne at the head of tbe 
Third division of the civic organization. 
Our past was organized April 6,1866, and 
was the first Grand Army post that came 
into existence after the close of the rebel- 
lion. 
When It was settled that our for- 


mer comrade had bean elected president 
of tbe United States It was decided that 
we should rnakn him a present and we 
could not think of anything moro appro- 
priate than old glory." 


There had been strict orders issued at 


tbe White House against admitting any 
one to tho mansion who was not accom- 
panied by a congressman or properly ac- 
credited representative of the press. When 
Veteran Martin came In sight bearing 
aloft the fluttering folds of the star epan- 
gled banner there was no attempt made 
by tbe policeman on duty at tbe entrance 
to the White House to Impede his pro- 
gress. Everybody made way for him, and 
he bore the starry banner triumphantly 
Into the White House lobby and subse- 
quently presented it to the president In 
person. 


"My task is ended," said the veteran, 


"and I can go back to tbe people of Deoa- 
tnr and tell them that their present has 
been turned over to President MoHinley. 
who took occasion to say to me how much 
ho appreciated the thoughtfulness of hie 
Illiriols friends." 


There was nothing looking to make this 


suitable present complete, tbe silken folds 
of old glory being attached to a stout oak- 
en staff upon which a silver plate had 
been placed, with the Inscription: "Ma- 
jor William McKinley, F. C. and M., from 
Decatur, Illinois." This beautiful and 
appropriate offering of the patriotic people 
of Decatur will be used for the ornamen- 
tation of tho office of the president at the 
White House.

In this district run the Illinois and 
Rogue rivers, and there, too, are nuiuy 
fresh-water lakes, notably the three 
great Klamath lakes, i'ibh lake, U;une 
Like, Crater lake, besides many small 
creeks and rivulets, all of which teem

ing grounds for ducks and geese. Or 
the banks of 1he.se fresh-water bodies 
and stretching awaj o\er the flat conn 
try are thousands of acres of bushes 
bearing huckle and salmon berries, and 
the low mountains are thick with the 
scrub oak, which in the fall of the year 
yields abundance of mast, all compris- 
ing the most toothsome provender fo 
bears, as they will not cat flesh when 
they can get vegetable food or fish. 


In this country, bears—grirzly, blacl

they are a source of profit and delight 
There are t\\o seasons in the. year for 
boar killing;—one a long, the other a 
short one. The first is in the fall oj 
the jear, after the maat is well dropped 
and Bruin is fat from feeding on atoms 
<in<3 nuts; the second is in the spring 
just as he is coming outof his winter's 
sleep. When the grmnid iji the fall be- 
comes covered with snow Ilruin wal 
lows in fat and cannot find more to eat 
Then he proceeds to hibernate. In that 
state his lair is sometimes betrayed by 
the steam which rises through the 
snow from his body, in that conditiot 
he can be easily killed^ for he will make 
no resistance. When his hibernation is 
over, in the early spring, he is still quite 
fat and game for the huntsman. Bui 
he dtoes not long remain In that condi 
tion. There being no berries or mas' 
when he comes out, he finds nothing to 
eat, and in about a week he is run down 
a.nd as poor as the proverbial turkey o 
Job. In this low state of fle-sh it is wan 
ton waste to kill him, and he is no 
hunted. Then the breeding season fol 
lows, which gives his beat-ship 
im 


munity from molestation.

Th 
grizily a<rul the cinnamon come in verj 
rarely, but the gr»at bald-faced bearo 
Alaska is seen frequently strung up in 
front of Market street butcher shops 
the dressed carcass always attractin 
much public attention.—San Francisc.

TAX ON BICYCLES. 


There Are Condition* Where It« Col- 
lection IiT Entirely Jutlfiable. 
Every time the subject of a special 


tax on bicycles has been proposed some 
fool friend of v» heelmen has rushed into 
print to declare the very idea to be 
wrong ou general principles, and the re- 
sult of this ill-advised newspaper talk 
is tliat law-making: bodies in many 
cities and states have grown to regard 
wheelmen as a selSsli class, willing to 
"beg everything" and to give nothing 
in return. That this impression is not 
just is certain, but it must be remem- 
bered that legislators do not take the 
trouble usually to go beneath the sur- 
face and find out for themselves the 
true oondition of affairs,, but instead 
accept as true the conditions that ap- 
pear on the surface. 


Wheelmen ha\e no right to expect 


everything for nothing-, and the think- 
ers among the riders do not labor under 
any such delusion. They are willing to 
pay fi>r special benefits and have always 
done so in every case of which \ve have 
heard. When reienue is to be raised for 
1he building or impro\ement of high- 
ways, wheelmen are ever ready to bear 
their share of the burden, but it is not 
rijfht that they should be asked to pay 
taxes for ordinary road vvork when 
owners of other vehicles are not culled 
upon for part of such expenses. 


So many rights and privileges have 


been granted bicycle riders within the 
last two years that organizations ol 
wheelmen should carefully consider the 
matter before requesting any further 
benefit. If cjclc paths are to he built, 
the expense should fall upon those who 
expect to make use of the path, and 
when roads are to be built or repaired, 
the revenue for such expense should be 
raised by taxes levied on the owners of 
all vehicles. 


Wheelmen have been placed in the 


wrong light by their so-called friends 
of the pre-is, and it would be better for 
all concerned if these gentlemen were 
to object less to bicycle taxes when im- 
posed solely for the benefit of those who 
are asked to pay. Special bicycle taxes 
are all right under certain conditions: 
under other conditions they are all 
wrong.—Cleveland Cycling Gazette. 


SINGLE TUBE TIRES. 


Extern Man Invents a Clever Punc- 


ture-Cloitnic Device for Them.

through the puncture. In tlie second 
and presumably pteferred form the 
tapering- screw thread leads to a circu 
lar grooie adapted to receive the tire 
fabric, and the cone is jnoudcd vuth 
H flat hoad wliose under surface is made 
concave, so tliat the edpo of the con 
cavity is en-raffed with the surface ot 
the tire to which it is applied. The 
head has an outside slot, in which u 
screwdrher may be nsed for twisting 
the threaded cone into the puncture, 
or it is proiidrd with a central screw- 
threaded hoie in uhich an ordinary ma- 
chine screw may be inserted for tlie 
same purpose and afterward removed 


Rubber for rncj-clc Tlrcc. 


At a recent meeting-of the Botanic so- 


ciety of London the subject of rubber 
was brought up and a speaker stated 
tuat at the present time, when the de- 
mand for India rubber was so great foi 
bicycle tires and the wheels of other 
vehicles that it seemed likely to out- 
strip the supply, it was interesting- to 
know that the plants producing it 
were not confined to one or two parts of 
the world, but «ure found growing- in 
the tropical parts of America and 
Africa, as well as in India, Madag-ascar, 
Borneo, etc., and desirable species were 
being constantly introduced to their 
colonies by all «he governments who 
possessed tropical dependencies. There 
vms shown at the meeting- an extensive 
collection, of rubber producing- plants, 
including- thote from Ceara, Central 
America, Para, Assam and Africa.

Athens, March 9.—The reply of Greece 


to the powers WM finally drafted and sent 
to tbd foreign legationi yaitorday after- 
noon. The cabinet «at all night In coun- 
cil, the ministers not returning to their 
homes nntll after daybreak. 


The reply, after acknowledging the re- 


ceipt of the Identicalj| notes of the poweri 
.ind recognizing the extreme gravity of 
possible results bound np in the situation 
proceeds as followi: 


" The government of bis majesty, King 


George, hiving examined with the closest 
attention the points whereon the great 
powers are agreed, believe* it a duty to 
submit Co the powers Its own opinion cf 
the measure! proposed by them, an opin- 
ion which is the outcome of long experi- 
ence and profound knowledge of the Cre- 
tan situation. 


"Moved profoundly by these sentiment! 


animating the powers and their solicitude 
for the general peace, the Greek govern- 
ment will not fall In its duty, because 
(!recce also baa an ardent desire to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of peace and 
tn preserve from complete ruin islanders 
so long and sorely tried and so often deci- 
mated. Wo believe that the proposed au- 
tonomy will unfortunately fail to repond 
to the nobler intentions which inspired It, 
and will suffer the same fate M ronny 
previous 
unsuccessful 
experiment! in 


Crete.'' 


The reply then refers to six prcvioue 


insurrections in Crete'and argues the un- 
likelihood that the present proposals of 
tho poweri will terminate the state of rev- 
olution. It continues: 


"Anarchy will ravage the country; flro 


and sword in the hands of blind fanati- 
cism will decimate a people who do not 
deserve such a faw. 
In the face of such 


n irospect our responsibility would be 
onornious if we failed earnestly to urge 
the [lowers to restore to Crete what she 
already had at the time of the enfranchise- 
ment of tho other Greek pro\inces and to 
lead her back to Greece, to whom she bap 
properly belonged since Capo Jlstms was 
president. 


"In the presence of the recent scenes of 


mnssajrc and pillage, the burning of 
Canea and the frightful anguish of the 
Cretans, exposed to and menaced by the 
boundless fury of Mussulmans, our whole 
country was torn with remorse for its own 
responsibility. It assumed last year to 
persuade the Cretans to lay down their 
arms, hut the misfortunes which followed 
fnrbid us again to undertake such a tack. 
Kven had we attempted it. our voice 
would have been only a feeble echo and 
would not have reached the Cretan people. 


"A» autonomy would not fulfill the 


noble aim of the powers It Is obvious 
what must be the situation of the unbap 
py islanders from today until the estab- 
lishment of autonomy. If the powers 
persevere in their decisions in the face of 
the foregoing views, then in the name of 
humanUyfai well M in the interests of 
Crete, tbf» pacifying of which Is the 
unique object ot the solicitude of the pow 
erg, we do not hesitate to appeal to them 
on^the subject of another measure pro 
posed by them, namely, the recall of our 
troops. 


"Indeed, If the pretence of the foreign 


•quadroni and the conviction that they 
prevent the landing of Turkish troops an 
deemed to render unaeccMary the pre«nci 
of the Greek fleet In Cretan waters, the 
presence of tbe Greek{armjr In Crete )« nev 
ertholess shown to be deilrable alike from 
eentlmenti ot humanity and in the Inter 
eat of a definite restoration of order. 


"Duty forbids ui to abandon tbe Cre 


tan« to the mercy'of the Musiulrnan fa 
natiolim and to tbe Turkish army wbict 
always deliberately and intentionally had 
•bared in the aggrewlve acts of the popu- 
lace against ttw Christian!. 


"Moreover, If our own troop*, which 


are worthy the fullert confidence of the 
Power*, had received a mandate to pacify 
the inland their desire* and Intentions 
would have b«en promptly received with 
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tbe most perfect Mtigfautlon.
